Vancouver, B. C, Dee. It). — Another 
enormous timber deal, which makes all 
other big deals pale m'o insignificance, 
is being negotiated. Men are here from 
Michigan for the purpose of buying 
400,000 acres of Standing timber, fir aud 
cedar, or about 600 miles of limits. It is 
ss.iiil the negotiations are the direct re- 
sult of the recent big purchase by the 
Aitland Syndicate, Michigan. The pres- 
ent deal is being negotiated by J. Ed- 
wards. To prevent complications, de- 
tails of the proposition were withheld. 
The scheme of the syndicate, however, is 
to purchase the cedar and fir held under 
the pulp limit act. Thus the timber 
will he secured through the pulp compa- 
nies. ;|],d not by lease or license direct. 

The reason given for this enormous 
puii'li.-iso is, that tinder the present laws 
of Lritish Columbia, timber must he 
manufactured in the province and mills 
must be erected to manufacture it. ami 
when the Panama canal is open for nay- 
igai'on, such a tremendous stimulus will 
be given to the lumber industry that 
timber will be greatly increased in 
(lice, 

Xo Information could be secured 
about the erection of a mill to handle the 
limber, but the supposition is that the 
purchase of the timber will only be a 

preliminary to the erection of mills of 
iiii-ge capacity.

Against Sevastopol 

Thrilling Exploits by Japanese 
Officers Who Volunteered 
for Duty. 



Commander Hit In the Abdomen 
by an Exploding Russian 
Shell. 



Tokio, Dec. 10.— Although nccu«tomoJ 
to hearing of nets of bravery on the 
part of their soldiers and suilors, tho 
.people of oiipun have been thrilled by 
tho detiuLs of l ho desperate torpedo at- 
tacks against the Russian battleship Se- 
vastopol ami oilier craft driven outside 
tfhe harbor of Part Arthur by the fire 
of ithe Japanese land batteries. 

Commander 1'ezoe and Lieut. Naka- 
bara are the heroes of these attacks, and 
tho former promises to gain eiiual prom- 
inence with Commander Hirose, who on 
'March 27th .last, was blown to frag- 
auents in Vice Admiral Togo's second at- 
tempt to bottle Up Tort Arthur, in die 
(war traditions of Japan. 

Commander Yezoe's Uotilla of torpedo 
boats was undergoing repairs when the 
attacks were planned, but he succeeded 
in putting one of his vessels into condi- 
tion for a fight. This vessel he promptly 
started to the rendezvous and rinding 
that the other flotilia had gone, begged 
and gained permission to join iu the at- 
tacks. Then lie steamed through the 
snowstorm alone and succeeded In locat- 
ing tho Sevastopol, to which he was able 
to get close enough to hear the Russians 
talking. Yezoe tired a torpedo and thru 
■went closer and tired a second torpedo, 
when a shell from the Sevastopol struct; 
ihim in the abdomen cutting his body in 
two. Portions of the commander's re- 
mains were saved and brought bach to 
the fleet. They will probably be brought 
back to Japan for public interment, as 
was done with portions of the remains 
of Commander Hirose.

"It is certain that at least six Rus- 
sian torpedo boats remain intact in the

"The battleship Sevastopol, the coast 
defence vessel Otvasbni and the torpedo 
ooat destroyers were lying at the foot of 
Chengtao mountain.. 

"Conimander Seki's flotilla, braving 
the heavy snow, reached the enemy's 
anchorage at 4:o0 a. in., and running 
between the Sevastopol and a destroyer, 
discharged torpedoes against the Sevas- 
topol and the Otvasbni. Explosions were 
observed each time. The flotilla exchang- 
ed shots with the enemy's destroyer at 
range of 100 metres and succeeded in 
hitting her. A torpedo discharged from 
Commander Seki's boat apparently bit 
the enemy's destroyer. 

'"During this bold attack the enemy's 
fusilade was exceedingly vigorous, but 
owing to the close proximity our boats 
suffered no damage and there were no 
casualties. 

1 "Comamnder Jlnguji's flotilla, follow- 
ing that of Commander Seki, discharged 
several torpedoes, and at least three ex- 
plosions were clearly observed. After an 
exchange of tire with the enemy's de- 
stroyers the tlotilla gradually steered 
seaward. Engineer Watuabe of Com- 
mander Jinguji's boat was wounded and 
two men were killed. One man was 
wounded on Lhmt. Tamakoto's boat. 

"The boats of the llotilla under Com- 
mander yezoe then boarded a single 
craft, assumed command of her, hurried 
i" the base, found that the other flo- 
tillas had departed. lie immediately 
started alone and independently attack- 
ed the Sevastopol. lie approached close 
To that vessel and was killed. His boat 
was safely returned to the base. 

"Tho result of many torpedo attacks 
■ami many effective explosions against 
the enemy's .ships was observed, but it 
is regrettable that I am unable to re- 
port more definitely. 

"On December 18th the ivntch tower 
reported that a destroyer of the enemy 
was visible aground near the coast."

VALUE OF THE ISOU WHITE. 

The ornithologists of the Department of 
Agriculture have been making an Investi- 
gation of tbe economic value of the bob 
white, or common quail, as o result of 
which It la now announced that that bird la 
"probably the most useful, abundant spe- 
cies on the farms." Field observations, ex- 
periments, and examinations show that It 
consumes large quantities of weed seeds, 
and destroys many of the worst Insect 
pests with which farmers contend, and yet 
It does not Injure grain, fruit, or any other 
crop, It Is figured that from September 
1 to April 30, annually, In Virginia alone, 
the total consumption of weed seed by 
hob whites amounts to 573 tons. Some of 
the pests which It 'habitually destroys, the 
report says, are tbe Mexican cotton boll 
weevil, which damages the cotton crop Up 
wards of $l"i.0O0 a year; the potato beetle, 
which cuts off $10,000,000 from the value

But there were reservations, 
or rather compacts with the Indians, m 
resirect to areas they were to occupy, 
made prior to Confederation, to widen 
special conditions were attached, and 
never altered or revoked at the time of 
or subsequent to Confederation, In or- 
der to make our meaning plain, it would 
ibe well to review the main features in 
connection with the administration of 
Indian affairs in this province since the 
very first. 

Take ibe Soughees Indian Reserve 
and the other reserves in and about this 
'peninsula, tho Indians were in posses- 
sion of all the lands of which the re- 
erves originally formed a part. 

The Hudson's Bay Company in 1840 
obtained a title to Vancouver island on 
certain conditions of settlement and col- 
onization, etc. On the ."iOtli of April, 
1850, the Indians conveyed to the Hud- 
son's Bay .Company for £o2 10s., certain 
lands, subject to their building sites and 
enclosed fields hemp, kept for them (that 
Is, the Indians) and their children's use, 
"and for those who may follow after 
us," such lands to be surveyed there- 
after and subject to the right of hunting 
over the unoccupied lands conveyed to 
the company. 

When the title of the Hudson's Bay 
Conipanv to the Island was extin- 
guished by settlement. the Hudson's 

Bay Company turned over to the col- 
ony of Vancouver Island its title to the 
l.n'ids obtained from the Indians by 
treaty. . . . , 

In 1871 the then Colonyof British 
Columbia (after the union of the 1*1- 
find and the Mainland in 1866) the prov- 
ince owned the fee of the lands subject 
to the Indians' leasehold and shooting 
and fishing rights, and in that year it 
entered the Canadian • Confederation. 

The terms of Union relating to the 
Indians were as follows: 

"13, The chaTge of the Indians, and 
the trnsteeship and management of tho 

hinds reserved for their use and benefit, 
shall he assumed by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and a policy as liberal as that 
heretofore pursued by the British Co- 
lumbia government shall be continued 
bv the Dominion Government after the 
Union. 

"To carry out such a policy, tracts of 
land of such extent as it has heretofore 
been the practice of the British Colum- 
bia government to appropriate for that 
purpose, shall from time to time be con- 
veyed by the Local Government to the 
Dominion Government, and in case of 
disagreement between the two govern- 
ments respecting the quantity of suck 
tracts of land to be so granted, the mat- 
ter shall be referred to the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies."

Deputy Returning Officers and 
New Police Court Clerk Is 
Elected. 



Last Night's Council Meetinfj 
Is Chiefly Occupied With 
Routine Business. 



A good deal of the time occupied by 
last night's meeting of :!ic> City Coun- 
cil wats taken up in the balloting for 
four deputy returning officers for the 
municipal elections on January llitli 
next, and for the new clerk <>i' Hire Pfl- 
lioo court. Tin; successful wuididato for 
the latter otlieo was Mr. W. II. Keat- 
ing, formerly employed at the Albion 
Iron Works. There was a. largo num- 
ber of lapplicautB. 

Mayor Barnard presided nt tiio meet- 
ing and the aldermen present were: 
Messrs. Graihame, Vincent, Kinsman, 
Goodacre, Beckwith, Stewart, Fell, 
Oddy and ESlford. 

A number of commuuioatioais were 
dealt with. The secretary of the Vic- 
toria Property Owners' Association 
wrote enclosing replies of the eity 
clerks ot' Vancouver, Seattle and Lon- 
don, Out., showing the average cost of 
permanent sidewalks in those cities to 
bo as follows : Vancouver, 16 cents per 
superficial toot measurenieut; Seattle, 
.12 cents; ami London, Out., 1) cents. 
The secretary drew tho attention of 
the council to tho fact that in Victoria 
the cost was greater, to tho financial 
disadvantage of the local property 
owners. The w miter added that there 
wore several hollow places in the toco] 
sidewalks and tihat it was customary 
elsewhere for tfheee to bo made food 
by tho contractors. This letter was re- 
ferred to the streets, bridges and sow 
ors eoninvitteo anil tho city engineer 
for report, 

.1. W. Carey wrote about tlie very 
muddy condMon of Waddmgton alley. 
Referred to cilv engineer to report ius 
to liability of city aid condition of the 
alJeV. 

J. (i. Smith asked She council to re- 
move u stump on Fairfield road to per- 
mit him to build a fence on his place. 
Kef erred to city engineer. 

John A. Coates wrote concerning his 
recent offer to put the stumping ma- 
chine at Beaver Lake in order in re- 
turn for the loan of it; that he had 
been informed by the city engineer 
that the machine was in the care of 
the water works department; that he 
ihad seen Mr. ltaymur, who had told 
'him that the machine would not be 
sold or loaned. 

Aid. Grab am e said the reason prob- 
ably was that if the machine was lent 
to one man other people would want to 
iboaTOW it. 

Aid. Fell thought the application of 
Mr. Coates should be dealt with less 
curtly than hail been done, lie moved 
that the proper officer be instructed to 
report on the condition of the machine. 
Carried. 

II. Johnson wrote re proposal to con- 
struct a sidewalk on the north side 
of Esquimau street; that if sidewalks 
could not 'be constructed on both sides, 
the one built should be on the south 
side as it was lower and in a worse 
condition. Ou the motion of Aid. Beck- 
witli, this was referred to the. city en- 
gineer tor report. 

Charlotte Mountain wrote again con- 
cerning the Indemnity she had asked 
for ou account of an accident mot with 
through a defective sidewalk. Laid on 
itilie table pending tho receipt of report 
on subject. 

The balloting for deputy returning 
Officers for the forthcoming elections 
.was then proceeded with. There were 
18 applicants for the four positions 
and it took six or seven ballots to con- 
clude the election. Those ehostui were: 
Messrs. T. G. Kaynor, Tliog, O. Sorby, 
Chas. F. Devon and G. II. Maynard. 

Tho secretary of the Victoria Bar 
Association wrote expressing a desire 
.tluut, in choosing the new clerk for tho 
Police court, preference would be given 
to a stenographer. 

There were a large number of appli- 
cants for this position. Mr. Keating 
received* four votes on the first ballot, 
Mr. Johns two, Mr. Croft 2 .junb 
Mer-srs. Shakespeare and Murdoch one 
cadi. The bust, ballot elected Mr. Keal.- 
ing. 

Accounts amounting to $1,029 were 
passed for payment.

Tells Of Travel 

in Far North 



J. H. Rogers of White Pass & 
Vukon Route Arrives From 
Dawson. 



Many Stompedcrs Going to the 
Tanana District Via Dawson 
City. 



J. 11. Rogers, general agent of the 
White Pass and Yukon railway of Daw- 
son, arrived from Dawson a tew days 
jig«s making a record trip from th© Yu- 
kon capital. His journey occupied nine 
days, Mr. Rogers was enabled to make 
such a rapid trip by the effective ser- 
vice which his company maintains. 
Stages are operated between Dawsoil 
and White Horse, triweekly, making the 
trip in five days. The madhouses nuni- 
bet fourteen between the two termi- 
nals, and -are now better equipped than 
■ever. l'Jxcelle-nt meals are served at 
each roiulhou.se, and the accommoda- 
tions are Of the best. The stages are 
drawn by teams of lour and six horses, 
wJiich are changed at every post, each 
team doing no more than eighteen to 
tweuty-two miles. These stages carry 
the mails, the contract with the govern- 
anent toeing to deliver three mails of not 
less Uuau 7(10 pounds each, between 
L)aw*on and White Horse. 

•Speaking of the White Pass and Yu- 
Ikon route to the north, Mr. Rogers said: 
"We look for a heavy travel to the Ta- 
.uana goldlields by way of Dawson. Ow- 
ing to the fact that the trails are well 
broken all the way, roadhouses have 
been established between Dawsou and 
iFairbanks by way of Ci 
distance from Dawson 
300 miles, is by way of t 
From there th" trail lie 
miles to Fairhnnl- 
mail contractors 
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are on (heir way 'to the outside' to pur- 
chase spring stocks for their Tanana 
stores, j Here are some .shortages of 
certain commodities in the Tanana dis- 
trict and a number of Dawson traders 
will start teams hauling supplies to lill 
this shortage. 

"As to the prospects of a good show- 
ing in the Tanana district a great deal 
cannot be said now. but a little later, 
when the operators have got out their 
lin t for the spring wash-up. a better es- 
timate can he given of the probnbleiOitt- 
put. A great deal of machinery and 
boilers is being moved on to the creeks 
now from Fairbanks, and as soon as 
the boilers are worked it is expected 
that good reports -will be heard from 
that district. 

''Some statements have been made 
that a better route to this district is af- 
forded via Vnldcz; but this is incorrect. 
There is no broken trail there, and, fur- 
thermore, there is no way of getting 
supplies to tiie interior for the road- 
houses along the route. There are no 
stages, although there is some talk of 
the establishment of such a service. Sev- 
eral high divides are to be crossed, 
which in winter become almost impas- 
sable on account of the depth of snow. 
Mail carriers on that route are required 
only to make two trips per month, and 
I have not heard of any mail carrier 
getting through so far this season. Con- 
siderable complaint has been made at 
Dawson among the business men who 
are interested in the delay thus caused 
ir the carriage of mails, 'and the- mer- 
ehants are sending their mail, privately, 
])j individuals going via Dawson. Thus 
ir is shown mat this route .an never 
he a competitor with the White l'ass & 
ifukon route. Travelers with a good 
d g team caii reach Fairbanks from 
I la wson In ten .lays." 



Among the vessels expected in port 
during the. coming week is the largest 
liner afloat ou the Pacific, the new Min- 
nesota which is to run between Puget 
Sound and the Cricut for the Great 
Northern line. The steamer is now at 
San Francisco, which port she wan ex- 
pected to leave last night, being due 
at Victoria on Thursday next. It is prob- 
able that tlto new liner will not dock at 
the outer dock, although there is ample 
water l here, and the commander of the 
Minnesota, ('apt. John Truebridge is 
well acquainted with these waters. 1F« 
was formerly master id' the steamer 

Ulynrpia \vhiich ran between Tacoma, 
Victoria and tho Orient, for .many years 
Hying the Hag of -tho Northern 1'aeitio 
line before the company's licet was sold 

to tin- Northwest Siberian company. 
The Minnesota is a very large craft, 
being one hundred feet longer than the 
Empress liners, and of ten thousand ca- 
pacity larger than the Shawmut and 
Trenton*, the largest carriers now oper- 
ating between Pugel Sound and China. 

It is expected thai the local agent 
of the Great Northern Company, .Mr. 
Kenneth J. Burns, will charter a local 
Steamer which will take a number of 
local business men into the roads to 
board the liner on her arrival here and 
arrangements will bo made with ('apt. 
li'uebridge to bring the big steamer 
close 'o the outer dock, if he decides not 
to dock here, that matter having been 
left at his disposal. 

Other steamers expected tit the outer 
docks uuring the week tire the Canadian- 
Australian liner Aorangi, which is due 
tomorrow from Sydney, Brisbane, Suva 
ami Honolulu. The Aorangi .sailed from 
Honolulu on Wednesday last. 

Tlie steamer Vangtsze of the China- 
Mutual line, one of the large steamers 
of the White Funnel line, running be- 
tween Tacoma ami Liverpool via Vic- 
toria, will arrive from Tacoma on Thurs- 
day tn load a consignment of salt sal- 
mon at the outer docks for Japan.

"Local marine men say the 'butting In' 
of German vessels securing the trade of 
carrying lumber from I'uget Sound to Pan- 
ama for the construction of the canal was 
made possible only through the fal'ure of 
the United states government to hare tho 
marine coasting "aws extended to and 
made applicable to the canal zone, as lu 
the I'hlllimlnes and the Hawaiian Islands, 
ippoars that the "lumber — more or less 
It, at least— Is being shipped In Ger- 
man bottoms, naiue'y, the vessels of the 
Kosuios line, plying between Seattle and 
Europe, 

"The Kosmos steamships, owing to the 
fact that going and coming they make 
Mexican and South American ports, are 
enabled to haul the lumber at remarkably 
low rates. 

"The business went to them from the 
BelHngbam Bay Lumber Company, which 
had the good fortune to Beeurc a contract 
for supplying 3,000,000 fed of lumber to 
be consumed In the construction of the 
canal. 

The Ilelllnglinm Hay Lumber Company Is 
an American concern, so with the failure 
o£ the government to extend the coasting 
laws, making them applicable to the canal 
zone, the corporation was left with the 
right to make contracts for carrying with 
foreign as well as American bottoms. 

"There .ire about ten vessels In the Seat- 
tle line of the Kosmos company. They 
are alt of Iron and steel construct ten and 
tcel propelled. They begin their voy- 
iVntwerp and Hamburg, having 
European cargo, cement and general mer- 
chandise, for the principal ports on the 
west coast of South America. San Fran- 
cisco, Hrltlsh Columbia and Tngct Sound. 
As return cargo they take lumber and 
lime, Ash ami flour."
